And that’s the way it should be. It’s up to the pro- 
duction company to be aware of the rest of the 

nts. : 
acs crew requires a plan or blueprint approved 
by the director, to insure that the elements will fit in 
and enhance the total affect being aimed for. The 
student crew chairman must understand this con- 
cept, and be able to delegate responsibilities to the 
crew members. Quality workers are needed then, 
as thousands of man hours are put into each show. 

The lighting crew does more than lower the 
house lights and illuminate the stage. First, con- 
sider that Clarke has three separate kinds of light- 
ing instruments, each one varying the size and in- 
tensity of the light beam. Each light must be hung 
on a baton or a light tree, following the blueprint. 
These lights (usually between forty and fifty a show) 
may be gelled with a framed piece of plastic, in any 
color from daylight blue to blood red. Then the 
lights must be aimed, tightened, and re-aimed, so 
that not the stage area but the actor standing in a 
particular area is lit properly. a 

The most confusing part of lighting is the circui- 
try. On Clarke’s fifty year old Autotransformer 
there are forty circuits and twelve dimmers. (A 


‘dimmer is the basic on/off switch which controls 


the light intensity.) That means that in an average 
show, more than one light must be connected into 
each circuit and several circuits linked to one dim- 
mer. It’s the designer’s job to divide the stage areas, 
circuits, and dimmer cues so that all lights on one 
circuit may be on at the same time. In the last show,
